1 . On March 5, 2004 Applicant submitted the original Petition under 37 CFR 1.183 (treated as a 
petition pursuant to 37 CFR 3.81(b)). Applicant notes that, as stated in paragraph 1 of 
Applicant's original Petition, the petition was drafted in accordance with the advice of the 
Petitions Office. 

2. In Applicant's original Petition, Applicant requested that the patent (granted but not yet issued at 
the time) be issued to the assignee with the name correctly spelled, i.e. Fahim Kassis. (There

was an inadvertent typographical error on form PTOL-85 when submitted with the issue fee such 
that the assignee was Usted as Fahim Cassis.) 

3. On July 22, 2005, AppHcant received the Decision on Petition mailed July 1 5, 2005 in which the 
petition was denied for failure to include a request for a certificate of correction and fee as 
required by 3.81(b). 

4. Applicant notes that 37 CFR 3.81 was revised after the March 5, 2004 submission of Applicant's 
original Petition to include the requirement that the petition be accompanied by a request for a 
certificate of correction and fee. Applicant further notes that the March 5, 2004 Petition was 
submitted only two days after mailing of the issue fee. Applicant had presumed that the original 
Petition would be taken up by the Office in sufficient time to allow patent to issue with the 
assignee name spelled correctly. 

5. In view of the failure of the Office to act on the original Petition for 16 months, and in view of 
the issuance of the patent prior to review of the original Petition, Applicant submits herewith a 
request for a Certificate of Correction to correct the spelling of the assignee. 

6. Applicant is aware that the Decision on Petition states that the petitioner should submit the reel 
and fi-ame number for the recordation of the assignment, as well as a request for a certificate of 
correction and the appropriate fees. 

7. No assignment has been recorded for this patent. The sole inventor on this patent has retained all 
the rights associated therewith and is therefore the sole owner and assignee. It would, clearly, be 
superfluous for inventor Fahim Kassis to execute and record an assignment of the invention to 
himself For this reason, Applicant contends that it is appropriate to waive the requirements of 
37 CFR 3.81 to permit correction of the name of the assignee on the issued patent even though 
an assignment has not been recorded.
